Millikan Says Science 
Making War Obsolete 


DURHAM, N. C., June 18.—(4) 
Dr. Robert A. Millikan, distinguish- 
ed physicist and Nobel prize win- 
ner, said science was rapidiy render- 
ing war obsolete in an address to- 
night before the Duke University 
Institute of International Relations.

HEN Governor Talmadge calls the members-of the Georgia 
Public Service Commission up on trial before him next Mon- 
day, the State of Georgia will be on trial also. 


The serious question which Governor Talmadge must decide 
is whether constructive business, wage-paying and tax-paying busi- 
ness, law-abiding business, can continue to enjoy the protection of 
the law in Georgia, or whether all businesses in Georgia henceforth 
will be in danger of the ruthless rule of racketeers. 


It is important to you, as a citizen, that you understand the 
real issues involved in this case. For your own’ protection, you 
should understand the secret motives hidden behind the smoke- 
screen of accusations which has been thrown up. 


The real issue is not whether electric rates in Georgia are too 
high or too low. That is a minor matter by comparison with the 
main question.

In Georgia’s Fields and Streams

THE MARBLED SALAMANDER. | 

One of the most handsome of our! 
local varieties of salamanders was! 
eaught last Friday on the Chatta-| 
hoochee river_near Bolton. It was! 
sent to the department of game and | 
fish, who requested this department 
to furnish an identification. The name | 
that herpetologists have given to this’ 
species is Ambystoma opacum, but a. 
better name for us to use is that of | 
Marbled Salamander. 

They reach a maximum length of. 
about six inches, and are rather thick- 
bodied. The head is broad and flat 
and gives the impression of belonging | 
to a primitive sort of animal. As a} 
matter of fact, that is exactly true; | 
for all land-living animals with back- | 
bones are believed to have descended | 
from just this sort of beast. There | 
is a little difference in the color pat-* 


number of perfectly spherical eggs, in 
which the diminutive salamanders can 
be seen. Often the eggs have a green 
color, which is due to the presence 
of a smal] water plant that does abso- 
lutely no harm to the animal. After 
breeding, they leave the water and 
take up a residence in the ground, 
where they remain during the hot 
days of summer. They are likely to 
be found while digging for bait, as 
was the specimen received by the game 
and fish department. Their main item 
of diet appears to be worm and small 
Insects, 

The genus Ambystoma is popularly 
called the group of “‘mole salamand- 
ers’ from their underground dwell- 
ings. Other’ representatives of the 
group found around Atlanta are the 
spotted salamander and the tiger sala- 
mander. The §first-named 
with a row of yellow spots down each 
side and the second is black with ir- 
regular markings of yellow. which ac- 
counts for its popular name. If you 
happen across one of these animals, 
make a note of where you find it, 
and if underground, approximate the 
depth.

Saunders Medal 


For Nursing Service 


Miss Clara Dutton Noyes, nation- 
al director of the American Red 
Cross nursing service, Washington, D. 
C., ahd well known to Atlanta and 
southern nurses, has been awarded 
the Walter Burns Saunders medal for 
distinguished service in the cause of 
nursing. The Saunders medal _ is 
awarded annually to a member of the 
American Nurses’ Association, and 
Miss Noyes is the fourth recipient. 
The presentation was made in Chi- 
cago, the evening of June 12, at a 
special ceremony held in connection 
with the annual convention of the 
National League of Nursing Educa- 
tion which has just closed a week's 
meeting. 

Miss Noyes has under her direction 
58,000 Red Cross nurses, and is chair- 
man of the national committee on 
Red Cross nursing service, which 
heads 197 local and state nursing 
committees through which nursing 4s- 
sistance, following disasters and other 
emergencies, is secured. 

She is a former president of the 
American Nurses’ Association, and is 
first vice president of the Interna- 
tional Council of Nurses which con- 
venes in Paris and Brussels next 
month. Miss Noyes is also a former 
president of the National League of 
Nursing Education. In these capac- 
ities she has helped to bring about 
three projects of vital significance to 
nurses, namely, the establishment of 
national nursing headquarters in New 
York city; the memorial building to 
American nurses at the Nightingale 
school, Bordeaux, France, and the 
schools of nursing which the Ameri- 
can Red Cross founded overseas and 
which are now the hope of profession- 
al nursing in Peland. Czecho-Slova- 
kia, Bulgaria, Turkey and Haiti.

HULDS UP FIRMLY: 
ALL LINES GAINING 


Industry Prepares for 
Busy Summer as Con- 
gress Adjourns; Shut- 
down Plans Are Aban- 
doned. 


By HIRAM HERTELL. 

NEW YORK, June 18.—(#)—The 
business revival, which has been gath- 
ering momentum since the early part 
of April, shows no signs yet of wilt- 
ing under the summer's heat. 

Activity increased al week and 
plans for summer shutdowns were in 
many cases abandoned. 

With the termination of the tumult 
| and shouting in Washington business 
began to examine anew the adminis- 
tration’s sweeping program for re- 
covery from the depression. Particu- 
lar attention was naturally focused 
| upon plans regarding the national in- 
dustrial recovery act, unprecedented 

in scope and intent. 

Supported by its $3,300,000.000 
_ public works section, the new measure 
undoubtedly represents the most far- 
| reac'ing legislation ever enacted by 
the American congress. More than 
75 industries—anticipating the final 
passage of the bill—have already com- 
pleted the drafting of codes of fair 
competition, it was learned last week. 
and many trade associations have been 
reorganized completely. 

In the meantime the current busi- 
ness situation finds its greatest ele- 
ment of strength in the volume of 
forward orders which have been ac- 
cumulated by factories and mills, thus 
insuring wider employment and a 
strengthening of consumer buying 
power. 

Many of the major industries have 
passel their 1932 levels and the 1931 
points seemed destined for a rout. 
Steel production is now well above 
the June rate of 1931. The last re- 
port of electric power output showed 
a gain of 7.4 per cent over the same 
week a year ago. the widest compara- 
tive gain that has appeared on the 
records since 1929. This was the 
sixth successive week to show an ex- 
panding improvement over the same 
weeks of the previous year.

VY ASHINGTON, June 18.—()
